The city council agrees to 
purchase the old building if 
the government will appro- 
priate not less than One Mill- 
ion doliars for a new build- 
ing on a new site. 

The First Baptist church

The bill appropriating 
* $1,250,000 for Atlanta’s new 
federal building is introduced 
in congress ani Secretary 
Shaw signifies his intention 
of appearing before the com- 
mittee and urging a favor- 
able report. 

It is announced that the 
city block in the rear of the 
First Baptist church, bounded 
by Forsyth, James, Fairlie 
and Poplar streets, will be 
offered the government as a 
site for the building at the 
price of $170,000.

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Atianta will purchase the present post- 
office building if the United States gov- 
ernment will erect a new public building 
in Atlanta at a cost of $1,000,000 or more. 

To this course the city council com- 
mitted the municipality during the session 
of yesterday afternoon. 

This action was taken after members 
of the genera] counci] had heard the com- 
munication of Mayor Howell, in which he 
stated what-he had so far accomplished 
towards securing a new government build- 
ing for Atlanta. 

The following motion, which was intro- 
duced by Councilman . Amorous, was 
adopted unanimously, and was concurred 
in by the aldermamc board during a spe- 
clal meeting directly after the session of 
council: 

“Resolved, by the mayor and genergl 
council of the city of Atlanta: 

“That if the government will appro- 
priate $1,000.00 or more to construct a 
suitable new government building, the 
city will agree to purchase the present 
postoffice building at a fair valuation for 
a city hall.” 

The adoption of this resolution was the 
result of a special communication which 
Was sent council yesterday afternoon by 
Mayor Howell. 

Directly after the message had been read 
Mayor Howell was asked to speak. He 
responded by declaring that he was very 
much in favor of the proposition to pur- 
chase the present government building for 
a city hall in order to pave the way 
for the federa] government to erect @ 
handsome new structure in the city. 

“No one,” said Mayor Howell, ‘‘doubts 
that if we can get the land for a fair 
Valuation that we will take it, arid I 
think there is no doubt about getting 1 
for a fair valuation, which will simplify 
the matter and get us a new $1,000,000 
building tn Atlanta."’ 

Councilman Amorous then presented his 
resolution. 

The motion to adopt was seconded by 
Alderman Inman. 

Alderman Woodward wanted to put a 
limit on the purchase price, but Cap- 
tain Howell said that the Jimit would kill 
the movement. 

Alderman Girardeau said: 

“If we agree to take the building at a 
feir valuation we will not complicate mat- 
ters, Lut will be able to purchase the 
buildirg at what will be a marketable 
Price at the time we buy.”

He produced a mass of figures 
to show the extent of commerce between 
the Urited States and Cuba, and gave 
reasons for a bellef he expressed that the 
ratification of th etreaty would cause a 
rapid increase in the trade between the 
two countries. He said that on the basis 
of the commerce of 41 the ratification 
of the treaty would cause a reduction of 
about $5,000,000 en the duty paid on Cuban 
imports and a corresponding reduction of 
about half that amoun*é on American ar- 
ticles shipped to Cuba.

EDITOR GONZALES 


DIES FROM BULLET 


--—-_-- 


After Hard Fight for Life He Succumbed Yesterday 
Afternoon--Lieut. Gov. Tillman Showed No 
Emotion When Informed. 


Columbia, 8. C.. January 19.—(Special.)— 
Columbia woke this morning saddened by 
the news that the life of her great citi- 
zen, he who had done most for her im- 
provement, would probably pass before 
agother sunset.

The bulletin board was watched by anx- 
ious crowds all morning. And, as if in 
sympathy with the ever-increasing sad- 
the bulletins, and the answering 
grief on the faces of those who read, 
even the southern sky became overspread 
with darkness and gloom. 

At 1 o'clock the fearless life was ended. 

From the moment he was wounded he 
realized somehow that his end was near. 
Yet his spirit never quailed, his courage

never faltered. 

As he lay on the floor in The State 
office, his head pillowed on newspapers, 
a friend stooped and laid his hand on 
his forehead in the voiceless grief of ad- 
miring love and loyalty. 

Believed He Was Doomed. 

“Your hand feels warm,” said Gonzales, 
“Mine will never glow like yours again.”

“vou are reviving already.’ 

“No.” he said, ‘‘the shock was too great. 
The pistol was very close.” 

These words were spoken with the calm- 
of a great soul unmoved by the 
shock that broke the body. This spirit 
of unwavering courage that had char- 
acterized nis life burned steadfast to the 
end. 

Since last Thursday morning his ony 
conscious moments have been so racked 
with pain that anaesthetics had to be 
constantly used, but ne was not heard 
once to complain. ' 

Dr. Guerry, who has stayed with him 
since the operation without even chang- 
ing his clothes, came away this after- 
noon, broken and weary, not only by the 
tense professional strain, but more by 
the help:ess aching sympathy of

his quivering human heart for the pain ; 


he had seen gO bravely borne and the 
grief so piteously controlled, 

Near the end he was conscious. Friends 
of his editorial staff and all the members 
of ais family gathered, sorrowing, 
around him. For each he had a parting 
word. 

For the woman he had loved tender 
words of gratitude for the happiness she 
had brought him in their Httle while to- 
getner, words that wil] bless the loveli- 
ness of her future life with the prescious- 
ness of tieir memory. 


Whole State in Grief. 

Tonight the waole state is silent 
in her . grief. Columbia ha’ _iost 
her rtuest' citizen; South Carolipa 
has lost a power whose greatness the 
world has not yet realized because they 
have not yet missed his voice. 

He was a knightly man in his faith and 
in his fearlessness. His pen was his 
sword; and in the early days of The 
Columbia State, whica he founded wita 
his two brothers in 1891, he wielded ii 
with no pay other than the pleasure of 
loyalty to his principals. 

His editorial salary was often less than 
$3 a week, but like a trinity of spirits, 
he and his brothers persevered until to- 
aay The State is 2 power in the land. 

Men are today saying, ‘‘Even his enemies 
must acknowledge his stern virtue and 
integrity.”’ 

He knew that the faithful advocate of 
political purity and liberty must devote 
his life to the risk of loss in maintaining 
this cause. Civic righteousnes wags his 
creed. This he taught to others less by 
his strong, fearles words than by his 
fearless living. 

In a dying sentence he unconsciously 
summed up his life: 

‘I die a martyr to my state. 
ingly in the cause of rizght.’’ 

in our state today sad-faced men are 
saying to each other, ‘He lived for us 
and he died for us.” 

His private. life was gentle and pure. 
His public lit@ was the stern prophet and 
unflinching martyr of civic rignteousness, 

Yesterday prayers were offered for his 
recovery in all the churches. Tomorrow 
during his funeral ail the church bells 
will be tolled.

Autopsy on Body.

“The point of exit was on the left side 
of the abdomen eight and one-half inches 
Lelow the left nipple and nine inches to 
the left of the middle line. There was a 
slight injury to the front wall of the 
Stomach. Every vital organ, including 
heart, kidneys, lungs, spleen, appendix. 
liver, bladder, etc., were examined and all 
found typically normal.’’ 

Surgeons attribute the death of Mr 
Gonzales as shown by the autopsy to 
profound septic inflammation from gan. 
grenous condition of the tissue consequent 
upon bullet wounds. 

At 5 o'clock Coroner Green empaneled 
a jury with Allen Jones, a prominent 
business man, as foreman, most of the 
other members being well known business 
men also. The jury viewed the body after 
which the inquest was adjourned wntil 
Thursday at 8 p. m., when testimony will 
be heard in the county court room. The 
body was then taken to the residence of 
Mr. Gonzales in Henderson street. At- 
torney Coleman L. Blease, who is said 
to be one of Colonel! Tillman's lawyers, 
was present when the jury was at the 
hospital, but took no active part in tha 
proceedings. 

Tillman Hears the News. 

Soon after the death of Mr. Gonzales 
a telephone message carried the news to 
Captain Sligh, the county jailer, and he 
apprised Colonel Tillman. It is stated 
that the latter received the intelligence 
without any expression or betokening any 
emotion one way or the other. He was 
asked tonight if he would make a state- 
ment and replied through his brother in 
law. ex-Judge Buchanan. that he had 
nothing to say. 

The funeral will take place from Trin- 
ity Episcopal church at 4 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon. Right Rev. Ellison Capers, 
bishop of diocese of South Carolina, wil! 
conduct the rites. The active pallbear- 
ers will be ten members of The State 
force, including those members of the 
éediitorial staff who have been long asso 
clated with him and representatives of 
other departments of The State office. _ 

When the news that the end had come 
was bulletined to Charleston today the 
flags on the buildings of The News ané 
Courier and Charleston Post were at once 
placed at half-mast. 

Throughout today and tonight hundreds 
of telegrams of sympathy have poured in 
not only from communities, newspapers 
and citizens from all over South Caro- 
lina, but from many American cities, 
north and south. Among them were ex- 
pressions from Hugh 8S.

Washington, January i9.—(Special.)}—The 
widespread criticism of the administra- 
tion's attitude in the matter of the In- 
dianola postoffice, the appointment cf Dr. 
Crum to be collector at Charleston and 
cther phases of the southern situation 
have caused so much uneasiness at the 
white house and in. administration jpolit- 
ical circles that Senator Spooner, of Wis- 
consin, has been urged to come to the 
defense. In accordance with this request, 
which it is understood came from the 
president himself, Senator Spooner will, 
it is announced, address the senate to- 
morrow upon the eeneral subject of the 
administration's attitude toward the 
south. 

This uneasiness in administration cir- 
cles was revealed in another direction to- 
day. Acting on the suggestion of Post- 
master General Payne, Representative 
Crumpacker, of Indiana, the recognized 
leader of the anti-southern element in 
congress, introduced in the house a reso- 
lution calling upon the postmaster genefal 
to furnish all correspondence and official 
documents leading to the resignaticn of 


the postmaster at Indianola. 
The Crumpacker Resolution. 


The resolution reads as follows: 

“Resolved, That the postmaster genersl 
be required to transmit to the-house of 
representatives, if not inconsistent with 
the public interest, a copy of all corre- 
spondence and other documents in his 
possession, or under his control, pertain- 
ing to the recent resignation of the post- 
master at Indianola, in the state of Mis- 
sissipp!. and to state, also, as far as he 
may know, why such resignation has not 
been accepted and a new appointment 
made, so that the people of said town wil 
be provided with the privileges of post- 


office service.”’ 
This resolution was referred to the com- 


mittee on postoffices and postroads, and 
will probably be favorably reported from 
that committee at its first meeting. Dem- 
ceratic members of the committee say 
there can be no objection to all the facts 
teing made known. 

Resignation Not Voluntary. 

Judge Crumpacker, in discusing his 
resolution, expressed the opinion that i 
would be shown that the resignation o! 
Mrs. Cox was not voluntary, but that on 
the contrary she aad been threatened and 
given to understand that ff she did not 
resign at once she might be in danger of 
rough treatment, 

Senator McLaurin contends that all of 
the facts are on the surface, that the 
resignatior of the postmistress was vol- 
untary and that there was No occasion 
for tae officials to go behind the returns.

Colonel W. W. Brandon, ad- 
jutant general of the state, was chief 
marshal. The companies forming the spe- 
clal escort of the governor were the Mont- 
gomery Mounted Rifies, the Montgomery 
Grays, the Eufaula Rifles, from the gov- 
ernor’s home, and the Columbus, Ga., 
Guards.

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The Death of Editor Gonzales. 
Great public sympathy goes out to 


the brave editor who lies dead in Co- 


lumbia, S. C., the victim of a deplora- 
ble tragedy. The fight he made 
against the grim reaper was such a 
one as was to be expected of a man 
of his iron constitution and spirit. 
but when was mind the master of 
death? 

Gonzales’ splendid vitality and the 
favorable condition of his system 
could not save him. The end came 
at 1:10 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
while the city that honored his cit- 
izenship and professional services 
hung mournfully upon his expiring 
breath and those who were near and 
dear surrounded him. 

In many respects Mr. Gonzales was 
a remarkable man. In his personal 
make-up and career there was much 
that is usually denominated pictur- 
esque. He was a fighting man, in 
the sense that implies honor and 
patriotism, and there was a dash and 
verve about him that men admired. 
He had the ideals and fervent nature 
inherent from his Cuban blood, tem- 
pered by the best blood of the south. 
He may have been impulsive, but his 
heart was in the right place and 
reason resided in his head. His was 
one of those inflexible, truth-loving 
souls that will not tamely brook what 
appears to be hypocrisy and wrong, 
and in his field of labor he found 
abundant exercise for the protester’s 
pen, and he wielded one as fearless 
as it was acrid. Still, when Editor 
Gonzales attacked men and meas- 


ures, he was generally supported by | 


the public conscience. At least, he 
believed he’ was right, and there was 
no policy about him. 


The dead editor was long a distin-. 


guished figure in the political affairs 
of the Palmetto State, and with such 
a nature he could not but have made 
himself felt. He served for a brief 
time, but with conspicuous gallantry, 
as an officer in the Cuban army of 
liberation. He built up one of the 
strongest journals in his state by 
dint of pluck and tireless energy, in 
the face of seemingly insuperable ob- 
stacles. He had many admirable and 
noble qualities, and the one that was 
responsible for his untimely taking 
off was not the least admired of his 
fellow-men. 

May he rest in peace. 

The Nationalization of Coal Mines.

the acrid criticism voiced against ex- 
Senator David B. Hill for introdue- 
ing that idea i~*» the latest democratic 
platform in New York. The Constitu- 
tion predicted at the time that those 
who flew into such a furious indigna- 
tion against the proposal would final- 
ly be forced by events to recant and 
come to the ground assumed by Mr. 
Hill. 

The verification of our prediction 
has come sooner than we expected 
and it is a matter of the strongest 
significance that the judiciary com- 
mittee of the house of representatives 
should now stand sponsor for this far- 
reaching and radical resolution. It 
raises squarely the paramount ques- 
tion of the right of private monopo- 
lies to starve, freeze and exterminate 
thousands of the common citizens of 
the country simply to enhance the 
value of their commodities and com- 
pel the people to pay these monument- 
al and sometimes entirely spoliating 
extortions. 

It is but fair to assume that the 
Creator never intended that the cat- 
tie of the plains, the coal of the mines 
and the products of the food-bearing 
fields should thus be held in the leash 
of combinations of heartless money- 
mongers and greedy middlemen. It is 
written in the holy book that “they 
that withhold corn, the people shall 
furse them.” 

We do not know whether congress

Will Germany Strike Through Brazil 

After fifty years of extensive Ger- 
man immigration, Brazil is awaking 
to the fact that the. grand colo- 
nization scheme of the Pan-Ger- 
likely to be inaugu- 
by the theft of Brazilian terri- 
lt is the old story of the deer 


during a. storm. In time past it 
was the policy of Brazil to encourage 
German immigration, 
lous German colonies in the southern 
states of the republic were founded 
practically at the expense of the Bra- 
zilian government. The Germans now 
constitute 30 per cent of the inhabi- 
tants of these south Brazilian states, 
and they have never been assimilated 
by Brazilian nationalism. Instead, 
they preserve their sense of subject 
fealty to the fatherland, and, it is 
suspected, dream of the German flag 
in Brazil. 

Whether Germany's designs are real 
or imaginary, the Brazilians are sound- 
ing the alarm. Two years ago they cut 
off further government aid to German 
colonists and turned their immigra- 
lion encouragement efforts toward 
[taly and Spain. The Latins, it is 
said, soon become good adopted Bra 
zilians. German diplomacy is doing 
little to disguise its connection with 
the mischievous influence of Pan- 
Germanism in southern Brazil. Lately 
the German minister to Brazil made a 
tour of the colonies of his country- 


/men in the south and made many sig- 


nificant speeches “impregnated with 
patriotism and love of the fatherland 
across the sea.” Agents of the kaiser 
swarm through Brazil, and German ex: 
ploring expeditions are constantly at 
work, ostensibly in the interest of Ger- 
man commercial houses interested in 
rubber and other undeveloped natural 
resources. Dr. Hermann Meyer, the 
German explorer, who has just trav- 
ersed the Xingu country and mapped 


Ranuro province, wrifes of his coun- | 


trymen in Brazil: “The German spirit 
is ineradicably grounded in the hearts 
of these colonists, and it will bear 
fruit which will not only prove a bless- 
ing to the colonies, but to the father- 
land.” The trade with Germany is 
large and constantly expanding. 

Senor Barbosa Lima, a prominent 
member of the Rio congress, in a 
speech in that body calling for great- 
er vigilance and precautionary meas- 
ures against German colonization 
machination, pointed to the fact that 
south Brazil offers greater tempta- 
tions to German land lust than any 
Other part of the world, and. despite 
the Monroe cvctrine,. is likely to be 
attacked within the present decade. 
Senor Lima declared that the southern 
States were being slowly but surely 
denationalized: that German-Brazil- 
lans cling tenaciously to their nation- 
ality and language; that Germans born 
in Brazil, though by law citizens of 
the republic, at heart give their alle- 
giance to Germany and celebrate with 
great fervor all the German national 
festivals and anniversaries. The senor 
Said many things that go to prove that 
Brazil is alive to the Situation, and in 
the present state of feeling there is 
danger of the Brazilian congress en- 
acting legislation dangerously offen- 
SivetoGermany. There are those why 
believe the kaiser is only waiting to 
seize such a pretext for beginning ac- 
tive aggressions, having as their pur- 
pose the dismemberment of Brazil. 

Stephen Bonsal, in an article in the 
current number of The North Ameri- 
can Review, entitled “Greater Germa- 
ny in South America,” describes the 
growing domination of Germany in 
Brazil with keen insight, and predicts 
that unless we abandon the Monroe 
doctrine, or the German colonies in 
south Brazil fail in all that they prom- 
ise today, the United States is bound 
to be confronted by a situation that 
will have a aisturbing influence upon 
our foreign relations. 

If this obvious truth requires accent- 
uation, Germany is giving it strong 
enough emphasis by being at present 
engaged in building the greatest navy 
in the world.

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A New Penological Idea. 

Massachusetts has adopted a new 
economic scheme in her system of 
penology, one that some of the south- 
ern states which are dissatisfied with 
their convict systems might experi- 
ment with to advantage. The old Bay 
State has much worn-out land as a 
result of long cultivation that has en- 
sued since the landing of the Pilgrims, 
and her soi] was rocky enough to be- 
gin with. A great deal of this sterile 
land has long since been abandoned 
by its former cultivators, and some of 
it is on the state’s handa for delin- 
quent taxes. It is the purpose of the 
state to acquire much of this land, by 
purchase and otherwise, and reclaim 
it by the most approved methods, with.

and the popu: } 
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the help of convict labor. Lands thus 
reclaimed and impraved will be ap- 
plied to the use of the commonwealth 
or disposed of by the governor and 
council at public or private sale. 

It is thought by the Massachusetts 
prison commission that the new plan 
will in a few years result in profitable 
revenue to the state. Land worth 
practically nothing now, it is contend- 
ed, will with intelligent labor and a 
moderate outlay of money be brought 
up to a value of $100 or more per acre. 
{In time the commonwealth expects to 
be land rich. The plan includes con- 
Vict camps built of sheet iron, a good 
deal on the Georgia stockade plan, and 
the labor will also embrace the prepa- 
ration of road-making material. These 
“temporary industrial camps” will be 
conducted on the southern outdoor 
system, we take it, though it is hard 
to see how Massachusetts can come 
to this. However, as few of the con- 
victs have black skins, she will not 
be disposed to regard their condition 
as so harrowing. 

As suggested, the idea is worth look- 
ing into. Georgia has plenty of aban- 
doned or semi-abandoned farms much 
more susceptible of rapid restoration 
to fertility than are any in Massachu- 
setts, and once reclaimed by convict 
labor, their sale at a profit to the state 
should be easy. Such a use of the 
prisoner’s muscle, in conjunction with 
permanent public road building, is far 
superior to penal factories or employ- 
ment which comes into competition 
with free labor.

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Another Dire Famine. 

The present winter is remarkable 
for the unusually large number of hu- 
man beings, in various parts of the 
world, who are the victims of famine. 
The suffering resulting from the crim- 
inally inadequate distribution of coal 
in a large part of the United States is 
not a circumstance to that inflicted by 
the tood famines, though the domestic 
situation is bad enough. The people 
who, as large communities, are perish- 
ing for physical subsistence, are resi- 
dents of the Philippines, western Chi- 
na. Finland and northern Sweden. 
Some facts connected with all of these 
famines save the last mentioned have 
been given in these columns, and it is 
but now that the widespread and ap- 
palling nature of the Swedish dearth 
has come to the knowledge of the out- 
side world. 

A special commission of the govern- 
ment has just returned to Stockholm 
from the extreme northern part of the 
peninsula, mgking a report that con- 
firms the worst fears of the nation. 
Fully 75,000 Swedes are said to be on 
the verge of starvation, many of them 
eating the bark of certain trees and 
resorting to other expedients to sus- 
tain life untii relief reaches them. 
From the detailed report of the official 
investigators, it seems that, along with 
a total crop failure, the fish, from some 
mysterious cause, disappeared from 
the coast waters, and the same was 
true of the native grouse, ordinarily 
abundant enough to afford the inhab- 
itants daily meat. 2 

So bad is the situation that the 
Swedish authorities estimate that ful- 
ly $6,000,000 will be necessary to save 
the people from actual starvation. 
Active efforts are being made through- 
out the kingdom to raise the great 
sum required, some $200,000 having 
thus far been subscribed and applied 
to the urgent work of relief. The 
Swedish residents of the United States 
have sent some $15,000 to the father- 
land and are making an organized ef- 
fort to help very materially. 

One phase of the famine which men- 
aces the return of the sufferers toe 
their wonted condition of independ 
ence is the threatened extermination 
of the hardy breed of cattle upon 
which they so largely depend. It will 
soon be too late to preserve the breed, 
unless food is sent for cattle as well 
as people. 

Amid all these calls upon the uni- 
versal heart of charity, those who de- 
sire to give of their abundance to a 
worthy cause are finding abundant op- 
portunity, and Americans, as usual,

SOME LIVE TOPICS 
OF GENERAL INTEREST 


In the hundreds of recent newspaper 
articles on the existing Venesuelan situ- 
ation, and the possible effect upon it of 
the Monrve doctrine, it is singular that 
no reference has been made to the com- 
bined effort of England, France and 
Spain, during our civil war, to enforce 
the collection of their claims against 
Mexico. 

The two instances are somewhat sim- 
ilar. When the north and south were 
engaged in their gigantic struggle the 
three European powers suddenly decided 


that it was their duty to aid some of 


their subjects who complained that they 
had been badly treated and defrauded 
»y the Mexican republic. 

Their idea was to land troops on Mex- 
ican soll and force the payment of their 
claims, holding the customs houses, if 
necessary, uatil they had collected a 
sufficient amount of duties on imports to 
satisfy their demands. 

in this agreement of the powers there 
‘vas ho hint of anv land grabbing, and no 
intimation of any deflance of the Monroe 
doctrine. The English, French and Span- 
ish forces landed and marched into the 
interior of Mexico. In a short time the 
real perpose of Napoleon was revealed, 
triis suldiers were there to stay. The col- 
lection of indebtedness Was a mere pre- 
text. French bayonets were to overthrow 
the republic and establish an empire, 
with Maximilian on the throne. 

When this scheme was. understood 
England and Spain hurriedly made the 
vest settlement possible, and withdrew 
their troops and war vessels. The French 
-ontinued this march; occupied the cap- 
ital: enthroned Maximilian, and then a 
civil war began which lasted three vears, 
nding in the execution of the usurper 
ind the triumph of the republic.

The outcome might have been different 
but for one thing, which Louis Napoleon 
had left out of his calculations. This 
Was the collapse of the southern confed- 
eracyv, one of the greatest disappoint- 
ments and surprises of his life. 

After Appomattox the victorious north 
loudly reasserted the Monroe doctrine, 
which had been allowed to slumber itor 
four years. In an informal but un- 
mistakable way the intimation was con- 
veyed to the French emperor that ois 
irmy must get out of Mexico, leaving 
Maximilian to shift for himself

ais forces, and the sham empire went to 
pieces.

Comptroller General W. A. Wright. who 
is making a thorough study of the fran 
chise tax question as it operates in other 
States, with a view to determining the 
best method of administering the Georgia 
franchise tax law, is confronted by new 
features at almost every hand. 

The comptroller general says there wil] 
be no general basis for arriving at the 
value of corporate franchises in Georgia, 
but that each franchise will stand on its 
own merits. The corporation owning the 
franchise will ‘make a return of it, at 
what the officers consider it is worth, 
and if this return is satisfactory to the 
comptroller general, he will accept it. 
If not, he will assess it, and unless the 
corporation accepts the assessment the 
matter will go to arbitration. 

according to the method of taxing rail- 
road properties in Georgia it would ap- 
pear that these companies have already 
been taxed on their franchises. Rail- 
roads showing larg earnings have been 
assessed at a high valuation per mile 
while others whose earnings are smal! 
or practically nothing are assessed ac- 
cordingly. Some railroads in Georgia 
have been assessed ag high as $16,000 per 
mile on their track ‘and right of way, 
while others have been assessed as low 
as $3,000, notwithstanding the fact that 
the cost of construction in each case is 
about the same. This in itself appears 
to be a franchise tax. 

sust how much to reduce the assess- 
ment on the track and right of way of 
those roads which have large earning 
power, when they have to pay taxes on 
their franchises, {s a question that is now 
confronting the comptroller general. If 
the right of way, rails and ties are as- 
sessed at the actua! value of the physi- 
eal properties, the assessed value of rail- 
road property in the state will be ma- 
terially reduced, and the state will have 
to look to the franchise tax to make it 
up, besides paying an added revenue 
to the state. This is a feature of the 
matter which does not appear heretofore 
to have been taken into cgnsideration. 

The comptroller general is busy study- 
ing up Hterature on the subject and, no 
doubt, when the time comes, he will have 
everything in shape to proceed with the 
valuing of all franchises that are tax- 
able under the law.

and almost succeeded, to create this pro- 
posed regular army reserve of 100,000 
trained men, substantiates in a remark- 
able manner the charge made by Mr. 
Bryan in his canvass for the presidency 
in 1900, that the success of fis oppv- 
rents would be followed by attempts to 
increase largely the regular ariny of the 
United States. Only the other day The 
Baltimore News took occasion*to taunt 
Mr. Bryan on the non-fulfillment of his 
fears. It is a literal fact, however, that 
this militia bill as it passed the house 
and was at first pressed forward in the 
senate with the hearty indorsement of 
the secretary of war, would have in- 
creased the power of the regular military 
establishment to 200,000 men. 

To prove that statement it is only nec- 
essary to quote in part section 24 of the 
bill, as follows: 

Sec. 24. That for the purpose of pro- 
viding .a reserve force of trained men 
which shall be ready for immediate ser- 
vice whenever called for and organized 
under authority of congress, tae secre- 
tary of war is authorized to apportion 
among the several states and territories 
and to enroll not exceeding 100,000 men, 
who shall have served in the regular 
or volunteer armies of the United States 
or in the organized militia. Such reserve 
force shall be designated as the nationa! 
volunteer reserve, and when called forth 
by tne president shall serve wherever 
ordered, within or without the territorv 
of the United States. Such enrollment 
shall in each case continue for a period 
of five years, but in the event they shal! 
he called into the service of the Tnited 
Stats, they shall be entitled to be dis- 
cnarged at the close of the war or after 
rine months’ service, 

Senator Spooner was candid enough te 
admit that this great force would be a 
reserve of the reguiar army, since it was 
to be organized. by the war department 
and officered by the president, and was to 
be subject to the call of the president to 
serve in any part of the United States or 
in foreign countries. It was in no respect 
to ‘be subject to the control of state au- 
thorities. That this reserve of 100,000 was 
to be organized and prepared for military 
duty at any time is proved by another 
passage of section 24: 

The persons so enrolled shall report for 
drill, Inspection and instruction at such 
times and places to be specified and under 
rules and regulations to be preseribed by 
the secretary of war, and each person $0 
reporting shall, during the time of such 
service, be subject, as far as practicable. 
to the regulations and discipline governing 
the military establishment, and shal! be 
entitled to the same pay and allowances 
as are or may be provided by law for the 
army of the United States, to be paid out 
of the appropriation for the pay of the 
army. but in time of peace, except fn case 
of threatened invasion, said national rol- 
unteer reserve shal! not be required te 
perform military duty to exceed ten days 
in any one year. 

Inasmuch as the regular army in active 
service may, under the law. be increased 
time by the president's order to 
1,000 men (the organization of regiments 
being maintained on the 100,000 
basis), this reserve force of 100,000 men 
would have placed at the president's dis- 
posal for service either at home or abroad

The municipality is no longer in litiga- 
tion with the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company over the question of the 
amount of taxes due by the corporation 
for 1902 


A settlement was effected with the 
rerpesentatives of the company yesterday 
morning by Mayor B. P. Howell. who 
had held conferences during the past ten 
days with the corporation men, and yes- 
terday afternoon council adopted a res- 
olution suggested by him which author- 
izes him to complete the settlement be- 
tween the city and the utility corpora- 
tion. Immediately after the session of 
council the aldermanie board met in 
Special session and concurred. 

The terms of the settlement are very 
simple. The company pays the $15,560.05 
On its street railway properties, this be- 
ing the amount of the assessment by the 
comptroller general of the state, and in 
addition pays $8,125 on its electric lighting 
property, making a total of $23,685.05. The 
assessment by the comptroller general on 
the electric lighting property. was $425,833. 
While the company agrees to pay the city 
upon an assessment of $650,000, a differ- 
ence of about $225,000. 

The amount of the city’s gain is $2,813. 

There was no discussion over the matt:r 
when the special message of Mayor How- 
ell was read. Alderman Inman presented 
for the finance committee the resolution 
which is embodied in the communication 
and the resolution was adopted unani- 
mously and without discussion. 


Mayor Howell’s Message. 
The message of the mayor is as fol- 
lows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., January 19, 1908.—To the 
General Council of the City of Atlanta. 
Ga. Gentlemen: I have investigated very 
thoroughly the recent injunetion suit that 
has been filed by the Georgia Electric 
Company, restraining the city from col- 
lecting the fi. fas. for taxes on ther 
property. On my own motion, without 
any recommendation from anybody, I 
have taken up this matter in detail and 
gone through all the facts connected ith 
it with a view to compromising this suit 
and making a settlement of the same. I 
have reached a conclusion which has been 
approved by the attorneys of, both sides, 
which I recommend as a proper settle- 
ment of this suit. I request you to pass 
a resolution as follows: 

“Whereas, An honest difference of opin- 
ion having arisen between the city of 
Atlanta and the Georgia Railway and 

“lectric Company over the question as to 
whether the electric light property of the 
last named company should have been 
returned to the comptroller general or 
the city tax assessors for city taxation 
for the year 1902, and said difference hav- 
ing resulted in litigation between the city 
and said company:

“This settlement has been approved by | 


the city attorneys. 

“To go briefly into the merits of the 

matter, there was a difference in the as- 
sessment made by your tax assessors and 
the assessment made by the comptroller 
general on this property. In 1901 the as- 
sessment on this property by the city was 
$300,000. This was raised by the comp- 
troller general to $425,000. The assess- 
ment on which the suit was brought, and 
the next assessment made by our city as- 
sessors, was on a valuation of $1,000,000 
on this property.* This assessment, as 
you will see, makes_ the valuation 
of this company $650,000, bringing 
an increase over the comptroller 
general's assessment to the city 
of Atlanta of $2,813. While this sum 
shows an increase over the comptroller 
general's assessment, I want it distinctly 
understood that it is no criticism of the 
advance he made over the former assess- 
ment made by the city assessors and no 
raise on his figures.

GOVERNOR TERRELL SPOKE 


Other Orators Paid Tribute to the 
Southern Patriot—Crosses of 
Honor Presented to Vets. 


The hall of the house of representa- 
tives at the state capitol was comfort- 
ably filled by a large and distinguished 
audience yesterday morning who had as- 
sembled to listen to the exercises in 
celebration of the birthday of the soldier- 
patriot, General Robert E. Lee. Promi- 
nent citizens from al! parts of the state 
were present and many ladies fjonored 
the occasion by their attendance. 

A full length portrait in oi) of the il- 
lustrious leader was Kung -over the 
speaker’s desk, and the hall was decor- 
ated handsomely with confederate flags 
and bunting. 

After an invocation by Rev. Alonzo 
Monk, D.D., pastor of St. Mark Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, Governor Terrell 
Celivered the introductory address. His 
excellency in his usual felicitous manner 
spoke in eloquent and well-cnosen words 
of the ‘“‘Hero we have met to honor,’? and 
the type of southern chivalry of which 
he was an illustrious example and called 
upon the rising generation to emulate 
him, both as a patriot and as a citizen. 

General George P. Harrison, the next 
speaker, gave a resume of General Le’s 
life from early boyhood to his lamented 
deata, speaking of his fine record at 
West Point, and his military career from 
a Meutenant of engineers to commander 
in ehief of the confederate army. He 
closed by depicting his no less ‘honored 
days as a peaceful and loyal citizen and 
compared him to Napoleon without his 
ambition; Frederick the Great, withont 
his tyranny, and Washington without 
his reward. 

Hon. John W. Akin, wno was intro- 
duced by Governor Terrell as the ‘‘silver- 
tongued orator of North Georgia,’ pre- 
faced his address by remaking upon the 
unfair and often false statements of his 
torians in New England and the north- 
west and showed in its true light the So- 
called “magnanimity of Grant to Lee” 
at the latter’s surrender. In vigorous 
language he defended Lee’s generalship 
at the battle of Gettysburg and quoted 
nim as saying, “If I had only had Stone- 
wall Jackson with me in that fight dt 
would have been a notable victory.”

upon the validity of divorces granted in | 


South Dakota to non-residents in the suit 
of Annie Andrews v. Kate H. Andrews 
over the estate of Charles S. Andrews, 
whom both claimed as husband. 

Andrews secured a divorce from Wirs. 
Kate Andrews, the first wife, in South 
| Dakota, after remaining there six months. 
as required by the statute of that state. 
The Massachusetts courts held that the 
decree had been fraudulently secured, and 
| recognized the first wife as the legal 

widow of the deceased Mr. Andrews. To- 

day's opinion, which was delivered br 

Justice White, affirmed that holding. He 

eaid that Andrews’ residence in the state 
| Of South Dakota did not constitnte legal 
domicle. Justices Brewer. Shiras and 
Peckham dissented. 

In passing on the case Justice White 
held that the federal eonatitution was not 
Involved in any way in the case: that 
there Is no pewer that congress could ex- 
ercise to regulate or prohibit divorces, 
and it must follow that unless the sev- 
eral states were permitted to control the 
subject of divorce among their’own citi- 
zens, the subject would be entirely uncon- 
trolleag, in which ease the absolute 
destruction of society must be the result. 

As Mr. Andrews had been @ citizen of 
Massachusetts the courts of that &tate 
had jurisdiction and not the courts of 
another state. It was evident, he went 
cn, that Andrews’ six months residence 
in South Dakota had been taken up for 
the sole purpose o¢ securing a divorce. 
That temporary change of residence did 
not amount to domicile nor to a change 
of citizenship. For this reason he held 
that the South Dakota court was with- 
Cut jurisdiction in the divorce 
ings atd its decree wholly void.
